Some Details of Proposals Require Treatment Before 


Final Acceptance According to English and 


Japanese Delegates,

Washington, Nov. 22.—Naval ex- 


perts of the three major powers still 
;were reviewing today 
the 
highly 


technical questions that have arisen 
in connection w.th the American pro- 
posals for immediate reduction of the 
fleets anfl - tei year naval building 
holiday. The British delegation and 
the Japanese off.cers appear to have 
found some details of the plan which 
•will require treatment before there 
is final accepts ice.

the American program would have if 
the full measure of Secretary

In far better shape than either of the 
other two powers. That appears to 
be the basis of the discussions now 
proceeding and perhaps of the Jar>- 
anese desire to retain some of the 
newer ships, scheduled for the scrap 
heap by the American plan, rather 
than destroy them. If each navy, as 
•terns likely, felt it necessary to 
tike immediate advantage of the re- 
sumption of capital ship building in 
1931, it is suggested, enormous pro- 
jects would have to be launched in 
that year. 


WEIGH HEAVILY. 


The situatioi 
apparently 
would 


•Reign more heavily on Japan than 
on Great Britain because under the 
"5-5-3 ratio" of Secretary Hughes' 
plan already accepted by the British, 
the British would have to provide 
for a 20 per cent reduction of their 
fleet by 1931 when the ratio would 
apply.

fear of any of her European neigh- 
bors and her sole desire is to have 
tha feelings aroused by the war give 
way to the spirit of peace, an offi- 
cial spokesman at the Italian delega- 
tion to the arms conference said to- 
day, following the

given by 


Senator Schanzer in his speech yes- 
terday before 
the 
conference The 


spokesman declared that Italy had 
not even av aited the ca't for this 
conference ta begin the reduction of 
her great army, which now has been 
brought down 
to less than 200000 


men. Moreover, the period of military 
service, which before 
the war was 


2i, yeirs, already had been sub- 
stantially reduced it was explained 
and probably would be cut to eight 
mcviths. 


NO NOT QUESTION RIGHT. 


There was 
no disposition on the 


•>art of Italy, it was added, to ques- 
tion the ught of France to maintain 
a large army, inasmuch as she oc- 
cupies a peculiar position But this 
large army, it was stated, was not 
regarded as a menace ta Italy. 


SUCCORS CHILDREN 


As to Austria, the 
Italians cher- 


ished only the kindest feelings, Italy 
having given proof of that, it was 
said, when she went forward to suc- 
cor the starving children of Austria.

China to develop and maintain for 
herself an effective and stable gov- 
ernment. 


"3.—To use their Influence for the 


purpose of effectually establishing 
and maintaining 
the principle of 


equal cppoitunity for the commerce 
and industry o£ all nations through- 
out the territory of China. 


"4.—To refrain from 
taking ad- 


vantage o£ the present conditions in 
order to seek special rights or privil- 
eges which would abridge the rights 


j of the subjects or citizens of fiiendly 
states ami from countenancing action 
inimical to the security 
<Jf such 


states.

( Tour, Says That City Is Done With Wood Blocks. 


He-surfacing of streets with

phalt is a complete success In Toledo 
O. according to a letter which has 
fceen received" from J. W. Montgomery 
Decatur's commissioner of 
finance 


•who with Alex Van Praag. commis- 
sioner of streets, is on a trip o£ in 
spection for the Investigation of the 
street re-surfacing because of De- 
catur's proposed plan for such work 
nest spring. 


ALL. SORTS OF JOBS. 


In a letter to a Decatur 
friend 


from Toledo, O., 
Sir. Montgomery 


says: 


"This 
city has 
some 
forty-fire 


miles of isphalt "streets, and mor 
In contemplation. 
We saw streets 


•which are new, resurfacing in pro- 
cess, 
streets 
resurfaced 
on 
old 


briclo on granite blocks, on asphalt 
blockT on cobble stone and on brok- 
en concrete. We also saw resurfac- 
ing on worn bituhthlc. One job of 
resurfacing on ten old brick btreet 
tnuch worse than East Eldorado, is 
Bow under way. 


"The company doing 
this 
work, 


and which has done and probably 
•will do much other work here, Is 
the one which did our best job of 
asphalt re-surfacing on North Main 
street. 


"Where an old brick street, like 


East Eldorado street, is full of bad 
depressions they merely use more 
tinder to get a level base for the 
top course. 


"The mayor and the official, who 


ts at the head of the street com- 
mittee, say that asphalt re-surfac- 
ing has almost solved their rough 
street problem. 


NO MORE WOOD BLOCKS.

Jefferson avenue which was almost 
entirely washed out by floods. Their 
•wood blocks are smaller than those 
used in Decatur, but the- results are 
the same. They bulge up, become 
soaked,, and are a continual worry 
and expense to the street depart- 
ment. Where they are compelled to 
take out the wood blocks common 
brick are laid in the aperture.

RAPID WORK. 


"The company laying asphalt here 


fcas an 
organization and equipment 


•which enables them to handle the

following up the spreaders and roll 
the asphalt 
until

compacted. Their theory is that the 
life of an asphalt street is in direct 
ratio with its compactness. 


"In preparing the old brick streets

chance that the pass may be Inter- 
cepted, but that Is all. It Is a rather 
light penalty for a play that has so 
many possibilities. 


While the 
forward 
pass Is very 


| popular, still its use can be over- 


j done. It Is rather monotonous tc, see 
pass after pass incompleted. The con- 
sensus of a number of the leading 
football officials was that,some leg- 
islation that wc,uld tighten the play 
up a bit would help. Just what would 
best solve the difficulty is however 
a very debatable question with most 
of them. 


Here is the suggestion of one of 


the leading officials of the east, one 
who is invariably selected to work 
in a majority of the big games. 


On the first forward 
pass tried, 


there shall be no penalty, other than 
the loss of a down if the pass is In- 
complete. On any passes attempted 
until another 
first 
down has been 


recorded, a penalty shall be inflicted 
if the pass is incompleted. The pen- 
alty shall be to put the ball in play, 
at the spot occupied by the thrower 
of the uncompleted pass.—B. E.
